MOVE. 


‘Up to noon to-day, says a Paris telegram 
ated Tuesday, the French Government had not 
ceived any reply from Great Britain or Italy 
ó its notification of the occupation of the four 
erman towns. Mr. Wallace, American Ambas- 
;dor to France, had an interview with M. 
illerand to-day, but the subject of the dis- 

ion is not known. 

A Washington message says:—The French 
mbaseador here on Monday presented to Mr. 
olby, Secretary of State, a Note from the 
French Government, requesting the American 
Government to express its opinion on the occu- 
pation by the French troops of five German 
towns. It is stated in official circles here that 
no statement has yet been made, and that none 
is likely to be made for the present. The posi- 
tion of the United States is that of an in- 
terested spectator. 


FRENCH STATEMENT. 


Reuter says :—France has requested her repre- 
santatives abroad to explain the attitude she hae 
adopted towards. the German Government as a 
protest against the unauthorised despatch of 
German troops to Ruhr. The French Govern- 
ment, it is. stated, has not been actuated by 
any hostility to Germany. As Millerand 
stated in the Chamber, it was hoped that it 
would be ible for France speedily to renew 
noirnval relations with Germany by means of 
e¢onomic agreements at any suitable moment. 
Any sincere movement in this direction which 
may be made will be assured of a favourable 
reception by the French Government. The 
statement adds—The French Government does 
not fail to realise the difficulties with which the 
Berlin Government is confronted, and, as it has 
repeatedly indicated, will not neglect to bear 
this aspect in mind. But the German Govern- 
ment, netwithstanding the repeated explanation 
of our policy, has yielded to the pressure of the 
military party, and has not hesitated to in- 
fringe the most imperative and solemn stipula- 
tions of the Treaty of Versailles. The facts are 
— The first request for authorisation to 
sénd supplemeniary German troons to Ruhr was 
made by the military authorities on March 
15th. Immediately after the insurrectionary 
movement if was renewed from Berlin on 
March 17th on behalf of the legitimate 
Government by Herr Hamel, Under Secre- 
tary of State, who remained in Berlin 
with the consent, at least tacit, of 
the rebel government. All the = infor- 
mation received from the Allied Missions re- 
ntly shows the intervention of the Ger- 
ian troops in Ruhr as not to be necessitated 
y the present situation, and as involving the 
ost serious risk both to the security of the 
ppulation and the coalfields. Had the Dis- 
rmament Clauses of the Treaty been carried 
it by the German Government, the latter would 
bt have been confronted in Berlin on March 
th with insurrectionary troops, who should 
ave been discharged. The French Govern- 
ent, in their statement, explaining France's 
ititude towards Germany and Ruhr, say—Had 
le. Disarmament Clauses of the Treaty been 
ried out the Red Army would not have had 
cess to stocks of arms and munitions, which 
ould have been handed over to be destroyed 
he statement proceeds—Articles 42 and 44 are 
ch indispensable safeguards for France tha 
e Anglo-Franco-American guarantee Pact-wa 
ovided for a casus forderis in the event of 
é provisions of the Treaty not being adequate 
for our protection. The situation which has just 
been created by the abrupt offensive of the Ger- 
man troops in the Ruhr coalfields has compelled 
the French Government to adopt military 
measures, the carrying out of which cannot be 
varied. The only object of these measures is to 
induce Germany to respect the Treaty. The 
measures are of a purely precautionary nature.

out at once, pointing the ‘revolvers at her as 
they spoke, and she had only time to half-dress 
herself and her children. hen she opened the 
door, she was covered with about ten revolvers, 
and the men rushed into her bedroom and u 
stairs. They carried tins of petrol and paraffin 
oil; also turf and hay, and advised her to take 
out all that she could of her property, while 
they completed preparations fer the blowing up. 
She and the children had to go out then to the 
road. It was very cold, especially in their half- 
dressed condition. She went to the man who 
seemed to be the leader, and asked him to pro- 
vide shelter. He knocked at the door of the 
only house on the road, at the place which is 
nearly o ite the barracks, and told the people 
to take her and the children in. He ordered 
them then to close the door, and to keep it 
closed, saying that if they did not they would 
all be shot. Inside at the fire was a young man 
who had been held up by the raiders as he 
road. The men outside made the 
people close up the windows and cover them. In 
about five minutes they heard a terrible ex- 
bin. and believed that the barraclé had been 

own up. During the whole time there was a 
guard of the raiders who marched up and down. 
A- daylight the door of the house was opened, 
and they then saw the barrack in flames, and 
the out-offices; hay, etc., burning. Most of her 
property was destroyed. The men got off in 
motor cars. 

The Ballinalee Barrack, County Longford, was 
occupied by Mrs. Hamilton, a policeman s wife. 
She was aroused by a loud rapping at 12 o’clock 
by a crowd of men in disguise. She was told to 
clear out, as the building. was required. She. 
resented the intrusion, and was informed that 
the less trouble that she created the better for 
herself. . The raiding party then removed the 
furniture and bedding into a vacant house in the 
village, and fired the barracks with paraffin and 
other oil. The flames quickly spread. The party 
warned Mrs. Hamilton to remain inside for two 
hours. 

In Larkfield,
